DAMASOUS, 


Damascus is the oldest city in the world. 
Tyre and Sidon have crumbled on the shore; 
Baalbec is a ruin; Palmyra is buried in the

| Wo quote: * Now it ia remarkable to ob- 
servo how simultaneously the gradual in- 
troduction and use of stoves, and the dom- 
inion of life, and the increasy of mortality 
in the United States, have advanced toga- 
ther.

To all the old houses, 
which have been built long since, we fin 
the old open fi but now no longer 
in uso; being either pormanently or tem- 
porarily closed up, and replaced by a close 
iron stove, or at best by a small grate, or 
else m furnace. And correspondingly we 
find, wherever wo baye the records from 
which to determine, a deterioration of life 
and health regularly progressing with the 
change in our domestic habits and arrango- 
tocota, Thus wo have seen the average 
ago at which death takes place bas, within 
tho last half century, diminished from six 
to nino years; that in Philadelphia and 
New York, the age at which half the deaths 
ocour, has reached within the same period, 
from twenty-four years to less than five 
years. And that the rate per cent, of in- 
fant mortality in Boston nearly doubled in

MR. HARPER'S LETTER,

reluctant’ we might have otherwise been to 
take any part in this unpleasant controversy, 
we are now obliged to do so, in order to repel 


lenge without tacitly pleading guilty to the 
charges brought against us. In’ self-defence, 


has thrown so defiantly at our feet, believing 
that our Rev'd opponent will be rather pleased 
than otherwise with the rencontre he bas so 
courageously provoked. 

In doing 50, however, sve have to complain 
first, that Mr. Harper went out of the usual 
course in seeking redress through the columns 
of another journal, without first ascertaining 
whether it could be had in these. Whatever 
inference he wished the public to draw from 
the fact of publishing his letter in the Jntel- 
ligencer, we beg to assure him’and the pub- 
lic also, that in add cases our columns are open 
to parties thinking themselves aggrieved by 
any attack, editorially or otherwise. 

n the second place, we protest against the 
disingenuous attempt to make the publisher 
of this journal responsible for the sentiments 
and statements ofa¢orrespondent. Mr, Har- 
per is quite too intelligent not to know that 
no such responsibility rests upon the publish- 
er of any public journal, [He knows full well 
that the sehtiments of correspondents ure fro- 
quently antagonistic to those of the paper in 
which their lucubrations are published, and 
to attempt to make the public belicve other- 
wise, is as unfair as it is dishonest. 

All that the conductor of a papor can do is 
to examine whether a communication affects 
the public interests, and to ascertain that the 
author is a person of veracity and respecta- 
bility. Further evidence of the truth of a cor- 
respondent's statements, a publisher cannot 
be expected to get, for if he were, there would 
be an end to all newspaper correspondence. 

Tn the case before us, wo thought the sub- 
ject matter of X’s communication was of such 
4 nature as to justify its publicution on pub- 
tic grounds, and an issue which we are quite 
willing to let the public decide, ‘I'he chiarac- 
ter and position of our correspondent atford 
a guarantee that he would not be likely to 
make any charges against any person which 
he yas not prepared to substantiate; and es- 
pecially on this ground we would not have 
been justified in closing our colunins against 
him. If he has been guilty of “slandering” 
his neighbor, our columns are open to any ono 
for the purpose of exposing tho fulsity of any 
of his statements. But if these are not false, 
then he is not a “calurniator,” neither is the 
Chronicles party toany “misrepresentations,” 
and Mr, Harper should retract his accusation 
in this behalf, if he does nob desire to lic un- 
der tho same imputation, ‘To make us a party 
to the “slanderous statements,” he must, 
however, not only prove them to Se such, but 
he must prove that we know this at tho timp 
of publication. Otherwise we aro not mor- 
ally culpable.

To the Editor of the Hastings Chronicle. 


Dear Srx,—A friend of mine haying hand- 

ed mea copy of the Belleville /nteldigencer, 
of the 9th December, in looking over its con- 
tents my attention was drawn to an article in 
which the writer indulges in sundry assertions 
and quotations, to prove that the County Board 
of Public Instruction for the County of Has- 
tings is not organized according to Jaw. In 
calling attention to the arguments used by the 
writer at this Inte period, it may be necessary 
to reproduce them. ‘They are as follows :— 
1st, * Then, Sir, the 94th section of chapter 
64, 22 Victoria, reads ns follows: ‘ when there 
is only one Grammar School in a County, the 
Board of Trustees for said School and the Lo- 
cal Superintendent. or Superintendents of 
Schools in the County shall constitute a Board 
of Public Instruction for the County;’ 2nd, 
and now we will come to the consideration of 
the subject as it applies to the County of Has- 
tings, avd I quote the 95th section of C, 64, 
22 Vic,, and it reads as follows; ‘ where there 
js more than one Grammar School in a County, 
the County Council shall divide the County 
into as many circuits as there are County 
Grammar Schools, and for each such circuit 
the Trustees of the County Grammar School 
therein, and the Local Superintendent or Su- 
nerintendents therein, shall be a Board of 
Public Instruction.’” The writer claims the 
above to be tho laws under which the County 
Boards should be nized, that is to moot 
the views of a “A Teacher.” Now, Sir, 13 
and 14 Vic,, cap. 48, scotion 28, reads as fol- 
lows: “And be it enacted, that the Board of 
‘Trustees for the County Grammar School and 
the Local Superintendent or Superintendents 
of Schools, in each County, shall constitute a 
Board of Public Instruction for such County; 
provided always, that where there is more than, 
one Grammar School in a County, the County 
Council shall have authority to divide such 
County into as many circuits ns there ure 
County Grammar Schools, and the Trustoos of 
each County Grammar School and the Local 
Superiutendent or Superintendents of Schools 
in cach circuit shall be a Board of Public In- 
struction for such ciroult, 
Now, Sir, I think there can be no diflorence 
of opinion as to the proper organization of the 
County Board, particularly when you notice 
the fact that there ary no such enactments of 
Jaw as “Teacher” quotes. 22 Vio. cap. 64,

Thatit is 
fitted up to be used asa Theatre, with stage, 
scenes, &c,, X cannot deny; and although he 
says “thata Hall such as this was the great 
desideratym of the Town,” I would ask was 
it built by the Townspeople in general, or 
only by a few, as a sortof speculation, And 
even if St. Lawrence Hall in Toronto, is used 
for all the purposes he mentions, that is no 
justification. X ought to know, two wrongs 
don't make aright. If Theatre goers and 
Opera Troupes want a building, it is no good 
reason why it should be used for raising 
funds for religious or Church purposes. 

X says this Hall is no more a Theatre than 
an Agricultural Show Room, than a Dining 
Hall, than a Lecture Room ; he knows better, 
and there is no use of his fibbing about it to 
make out a case, X is no fool; he knows 


that building is fitted up in the style ofa 


‘Theatre, and he dare not deny it. That the 
Pastor had the names of some of the parties 
who attendod the Concert was nothing singu- 
lar; I do not believe he used any unjustifiable 
means in order to obtain them. One thing I 
well know, and have known many years, that 
it requires no secret police to’ make known 
when members of the Methodist Church go 
to places of amusement—others are but too 
glad to have the opportunity of throwing it 
in the teeth of those who do not, nor will not, 
attend these amusements, whether got up by 
Theatrical Performers, Opera Singers, or 
Church Members, No doubt X knows this 
rule as well as Ido, and his endeavor to as- 
sociate the Pastor with the “ Saloon-keeper,” 
when he knew, or ought to know, that other 
persons than the Saloon-keeper expressed 
their surprise at secing so many Methodists, 
there, come with a very bad grace. X well 
knows that he goes as far as he can to make 
out his case, by false representations. 

So much for the first, now for the second 
communication, X would try to gain favor 
with the Church, by insinuating that the 
Pastor wished to make ont that they were 
“wicked English children,” or why use the 
word English; and also that he had called in 
others, in order to humble the members tin 
their eyes also,"—what nonsense. X well 
knows no harsh language was used, and he 
also knows that the Pastor Stated that there 
was no objection to Concerts, when conduct- 
ed ina proper manner, by proper persons, 
and in a proper place, and ho well knows that 
the only object was to put members on their

X says that his represention of the scene 
on Sunday night “was trac, only under- 
drawn," and further says, “and 80 say all 
who heard him.” I deny it, and so do plenty 
of othors, whose veracity is quite as unques- 
tionable as X's, to say tho least of it. 

As to the reputation of the strangers, it is 
no proof of their character, because “some 
of the fairest and gentlest,” nor yet because 
“some the best of our community associated 
on.the intimate terms of an ametour concert.” 
How often have the “frirest, gentlest,” and 
even the “ best,” been entrapped by “ stran= 
gers.” Such proof as X produces will not stand 
the test in all cases, and woll he knows it, 

X should not speak of “christian manli- 
ness” so long as he withholds his name; if he 
is an honorable mun, let bin attack a chris- 
tian Minister us a man, and nota nondescript ;

X knows this 
insinuation is false, no sister Church” was 
denounced. Tho faithful and affectionate 
warning given to his members was no donun- 
ciation of the “sister Church.” If they have 
ono way, wo have anothor,and both ought to 
be free to uso their discipline, and agree to 
disagree without injury to each othor, as no 
doubt they will. 

As to the veracity of X, he must not think

Correspoudence. 


Dear Str,—I notice, fn the Jntellizencer 
of the 6th instant, that our friend, ‘* A 'Teach- 
er,” by his answer to “ Sorutator” on the sub- 
ject of the County Board of Public Instruction, 
is better acquainted with the art of perversion, 
mis-statement, and false représentation, than 
Thad hitherto supposed. In fact, there is no 
doubt of his having been a Aard student un- 
der an efficient instructor and that he now 
holds a first class certificate, permitting him to 
fess. in the arts above mentioned ; and if 
he does not, 18 qualified to stand at the head 
of the profession he so much admires, and for 
which he seems to haye been originally design- 
ed. Because it would be absurd to suppose 
that a person with less qualifications than an 
old practitioner, and one who had devoted leas 
than half a century to the practice of his cho- 
sen profession, could summon to bis command 
4 sufficient amount of unblushing impudence 
to enable him to quote garbled extracts of 
law; and then, by way of making them pass 
current, seal them by his own solemn affiriaa- 
tion, 

Now, Sir, the law says that the County 
Council shall have authority to divide, &c., (not 
shall divide,) leaving it optional with the Coun- 
ty Council to do so or not, according to cir- 
cumstances; and the Council have, heretofore 
acted prudently in not dividing the County, 
because the provision was never intended to 
spply to a County situate as the County of 
Hastings. Suppose for a moment that the 
County was divided, &c., we should find every- 
thing in confusion, As matters stand at pre- 
sent, there could not be Jess than three dite 
sions. Certificates granted to ‘Teachers would 
be useless, exceptin the immediate circuit in 
which they were granted ; and Teachers would 
be obliged, every time they wished to change 
their localities, or that circumstances rendered 
it necessary to do so, to obtain a new certifi- 
cate, and probably at a loss of some three 
months’ time, on every occasion, as the Boards 
only meet every three months, besides in- 
creasing the demands upon the County to 
three times what they are at present; for each 
Board would be entitled to claim the amount 
of their incidental expenses from the County ; 
and the three Boards could only do the work 
now done by one, at three times the cost, and 
with much less satisfaction to all concerned. 

If the Board would consent to hold their 
sittings, alternately, at the seats of the different 
Grammar Schools in the County, I think it 
would meet with favor; but the idea af estab- 
lishing several Boards for the County of Has- 
tings, and which would to a certain extent be- 
come rival Boards, is as unreasonable as it 
would be unjust; and I am satisfied that the 
County Council will not be led, by the misrep- 
resentations of “A ‘Teacher,” to do so, not- 
withstanding his affirmation that they must. 

I beg to be excused for ogain troubling you 
on this subject, but I wish tho matter to be 
disposed of upon its merits,

COUNTY SCHOOL CONVENTION. 


The Rey. Dr. Ryerson, Chief Superintend- 
ent of Education for Uppor Canada, will hold 
a County School Convention in Belleville on 
‘Thursday, 28rd February. In a Circular from 
the Department he BAY 8 :— 

“ By Jaw, all Olergymen, Judges, Members 
of the Legislature, Members of County Coun 
cils, and Aldermen, are School Visitors; and 
I will be happy to meet and confer not onl 
with School Visitors and Local Superintend- 
ents, but also with as many Teachers, Tros- 
tera, and friends of Education generally (male 
and female) as can make it convenient to at- 
tend—including, of course, such Trustees and 
other School officers and promoters of Educa- 
tion as reside in cities, towns, and incorpo- 
rated villages in each County, or Union of 
Counties, within the limits of which. County 
Convention may be held. 

The object of each Convention will be— 

1, To answer questions which may be pro- 
posed, and give any explanations which may 
be desired respecting the several provisions 
of the School Laws. 

2. To consider any suggestions which may 
be made for the improvemont of the laws, and 
for the improvement af the Schools, the diffa- 
sion of Education, and the extension and use- 
fulness of the public Libraries.”

A SHOCKING DISASTER, 


Bight Females Burnt (o Death.—A tele- 
graphic despatch, published in o late edition 
of the 7vavedler yesterday, announced a shock- 
ing disaster, caused by the burning, at half-past 
seven Tucsday morning, of the Fuse Fact: 
at Simsbury, Connecticut, of Toy, Bickford 
Co. Owing to the inflammable nature of the 
material, the flames spread with great rapidity, 
and in three minutes the entire building was 
on fire, Eight females, employed in the fae~ 
tory, who had just gone to work in tho second 
story, were unable to escape, and perished 
horribly in tho flames. ‘Two others were bad- 
ly burnt, and two men were seriously injured, 
Mrs, Lampson dene out of the burning 
building, and ran al burnt as she was, feenty, 
rods before she fell—a corpse. She had in- 
haled the flame, About 2 years ago the Fuse 
Factory then standing on the same ¥pot was 
burned down, and the one now burnt. was 
erected in its place, ‘Tha names of the dead, 
so far os ascertiined, are—Miss Catharine 
Bussy, of New York State, Miss Mary Jano.
